Regulating Regulators 
Is Very Tough., Indeed 


~i Reviewing his achievements as 
--governor of Georgia, Jimmy Carter 
;Jwas especially proud of his reor- 
ganization of the state government. He 
" said several times during his cam- 


paign for the presidency that he 
favored a similar shakeup of the 
federal government. The prospect is 
pleasing to millions of Americans who 
feel that bureaucrats in Washington, 
D.C., have become too remote from 
ordinary people's concerns. 


Much of the resentment against 


Washington's "father knows best" at- 
titude is directed toward the federal 
regulatory agencies that issue rules 
and regulations affecting almost every 
U.S. citizen and business enterprise. 
These government bureaus are widely 
perceived as blind leviathans whose 
activities stifle individual freedom and 
initiative. Thus, it is easy to lose sight 
of the fact that regulatory agencies 
came into being to protect individuals 
from harmful business practices. 


Some agencies, such as the Food and 


Drug Administration and the Occupa- 
tional Safety and Health Administra- 
tion, deal with public welfare. The 
regulations they issue complement the 
existing market system. Other agen- 
cies, including the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and the Federal 


•'Communications Commission, are in- 


volved in economic regulation. In ef- 
'feet, they replace the market system 
-'jiff industries where, for a variety of 
-reasons, it may be unsatisfactory. By 


controlling prices and competition, 
economic regulation aims to compen- 
sate for instances of market failure 


such as monopoly. 


A common complaint about agencies 


concerned with economic regulation is 
that they eventually lose sight of their 
intended function. Economist Walter 
Adams of Michigan State University 
complained in 1972: "What starts as 
regulation ends up as protection — not 
of the public but of the industry that is 
supposedly regulated." In a similar 
vein, former Federal Trade Commis- 
sion Chairman Lewis A. Engman 
charged that "Most regulated indus- 
tries have become federal protec- 
torates living in the cozy world of 
'cost-plus,' safely protected from the 
ugly specters of competition, ef- 
ficiency and innovation." 


Another problem is overlap and 


duplication among agencies. Makers 
of some pesticides, for example, must 
meet requirements of three agencies 
— 
the 
Environmental Protection 


Agency, the Occupational Safety and 
Health'Administration, and the Con- 
sumer Product Safety Commission. 


Obviously, then, there is ample op- 


portunity for reform of the federal 
regulators' apparatus. But Carter will 
find that meaningful reform is dif- 
ficult to effect. Many regulated indus- 
tries, fearful of a return to "destruc- 
tive" competition, want to preserve 
the status quo. Congress, jealous of its 
authority over regulatory agencies, 
has blocked attempts at their reor- 
ganization 
in 
the 
past, 
indeed, 


experience shows that it is far easier to 
create a new federal agency than to 
reorganize or eliminate an existing 
one.

Just A Show-Off 
Word For Centigrade 


As if the non-scientific mind did not 


feel left out of enough of the momen- 
tous events of the latter years of the 
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2flth century, the U.S. Weather Service 
has to confuse the transition of metric 
measurments by substituting Celsius 
for Centigrade. 


Perhaps the first awareness of Cel- 


sius by the average layman came with 
a time and temperature clock regis- 
tering a -2 C reading. Since that was 
colder by 30 degrees — more or less, 
than the Fahrenheit temperature the 
layman was familiar with, a certain 
amount of confusion set in until .the 
weatherman was heard using the term 
Celsius verbally. That really threw the 
.layman for a loss. What happened to 
Centigrade, he might have asked, if 
presented the opportunity. 


Nearly as anyone can explain it, 


Celsius seems to be something of a 
status symbol. The word itself is from 
Anders Celsius, 18th century Swedish 
astronomer and originator of the Cen- 
tigrade temperature scale. 


That doesn't explain why Celsius has 


replaced Centigrade. Time enough for 
that after the move to metric is mas- 
tered.

Gas Tax, Gar Tab Fees

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - 


Gov. 
William Milliken 
is 


scheduled to unvc-il his trans- 
portation program this week 
and it is likely to include 
proposed increases in the state 
gas tax and license plate fees. 


The message to [he Democra- 


tic legislature, expected late in 
the week, will get most of the 
attention-as lawmakers'spend 
another week organizing their 
committees and preparing for 
work on the first bills of the new 
session. 


.Milliken aides said the final 


touches have not been put on the 
transportation program, which 
is one of the governor's highest 
priorities for 1977. It will touch 
off a major battle in the 
legislature between supporters 
of the highway lobby, public 
transportation backers 
and 


various interest groups. 


"The governor wants it this 


year, and as early as possible," 
said William Rustem, an aide to 
the governor. 


Rustem said the package will 


include recommendations to 
hike the slate gasoline tax by a 
cent or two, a major increase in 
car registration 
fees, and 


perhaps other small tax or fee 
increases. 


Rustem said the governor ap- 


parently has rejected the idea of 
raising money from nontrans- 
portation sources, such as the 
property transfer tax. But 
reportedly the license plate 
registration fee may be changed 
from the present fee based on 
the car's might to one based on 
the value of the car. 


The tax and fee increases will 


produce about $130 million to be 
used to improve public trans- 
portation across the state. Rus- 
tem said that would include 
proposals for subways in cities 
other than Detroit, and more 
money for railroads, bus service

He chaired a lo-month 
investigation of the MIA issue, 
concluding that the men "lost 
their lives in the sen-Ice of their 
country." He says extending the 
debate now is "dragging it 
through the mud," and wishes 
the League of Families would 
disband 'in dignity." 


Montgomery does not rap the 


League with any-relish. Nor 
does he do it lightly. When it 
was organized in the 1960s the 
League was a selfless effort by 
courageous wives to bring Ihe 
plight of their husbands into the 
public arena. As such the group 
was sentimentally adopted by a 


concerned nation. Many still 
remember it in this light. 


But the League has changed 


— for Ihe worse. Many of its of- 
ficers are now salaried instead 
of volunteers. Its director, for- 
merly with VIVA magazine, is 
of no relation to a POW or MIA. 
A member of Montgomery's 
Congressional staff says the 
group "has become 
a 


bureaucracy, and you have to 
wonder if its main objective is 
to perpetuate itself." 


Whatever the League's mo- 


lives, its influence among MIA 
families remains strong. It is 
now particularly 
infuential 


among MIA parents, who see it 
as their difference between hope 
and no hope. Many wives have 
dropped out of the League, 
while others stuy only to avoid 
arguments with those parents 
who refuse to admit the death of 
their sons. 
' Montgomery says he is con- 
cerned most about the wives. "I 
talk with them and get letters 
from them—they say they want 
to get on with their lives, but 
can't until this thing "is settled." 
And here is where the League's 
fault is blatant. It Won't ;let the 
matter settle. It won't close the 
books. The League says Mont- 
gomery's investigation

shallow and insists some of the 
MIAs may still he alive. 


The evidence is' absolutely 


contrary to the League's posi- 
tion. Of the 8,058 MIAs in World 
War 11, as example, not one has 
since turned tip living. Of the

Regulating Regulators 
Is Very Tough, Indeed 


Reviewing his 
achievem ents as 
governor of Georgia, Jim m y Carter 
was especially proud of his reor­ 
ganization of the state government. He 
said several times during his cam ­ 
paign for the presidency that he 
favored a sim ilar shakeup of the 
federal government. The prospect is 
pleasing to millions of Americans who 
feel that bureaucrats in Washington, 
D.C., have become too rem ote from 
ordinary people’s concerns. 


Much of the resentm ent against 
Washington's “ father knows best” at­ 
titude is directed toward the federal 
regulatory agencies that issue rules 
and regulations affecting almost every 
U.S. citizen and business enterprise. 
These government bureaus are widely 
perceived as blind leviathans whose 
activities stifle individual freedom and 
initiative. Thus, it is easy to lose sight 
of the fact that regulatory agencies 
cam e into being to protect individuals 
from harmful business practices. 


Some agencies, such as the Food and 
Drug Administration and the Occupa­ 
tional Safety and Health A dm inistra­ 
tion, deal with public welfare. The 
regulations they issue complement the 
existing m arket system. Other agen­ 
cies, including the Interstate Com­ 
m erce Commission and the Federal 
Communications Commission, are in­ 
volved in economic regulation. In ef­ 
fect, they replace the m arket system 
in industries where, for a variety of 
reasons, it may be unsatisfactory. By 
controlling prices and com petition, 
economic regulation aims to compen­ 
sate for instances of m arket failure 


such as monopoly. 


A common complaint about agencies 
concerned with economic regulation is 
that they eventually lose sight of their 
intended function. Economist W alter 
Adams of Michigan State University 
complained in 1972: “ What starts as 
regulation ends up as protection — not 
of the public but of the industry that is 
supposedly regulated.” In a sim ilar 
vein, former Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion Chairman Lewis A. Engman 
charged that “ Most regulated indus­ 
tries have become federal protec­ 
torates living in the cozy world of 
‘cost-plus,’ safely protected from the 
ugly specters of com petition, ef­ 
ficiency and innovation.” 


Another problem is overlap and 
duplication among agencies. Makers 
of some pesticides, for example, must 
meet requirem ents of three agencies 
— 
the 
Environm ental 
Protection 
Agency, the Occupational Safety and 
Health Adm inistration, and the Con­ 
sum er Product Safety Commission. 


Obviously, then, there is ample op­ 
portunity for reform of the federal 
regulatory apparatus. But Carter will 
find that meaningful reform is dif­ 
ficult to effect. Many regulated indus­ 
tries, fearful of a return to “ destruc­ 
tive” competition, want to preserve 
the status quo. Congress, jealous of its 
authority over regulatory agencies, 
has blocked attem pts at their reor­ 
ganization 
in 
the 
past. 
Indeed, 
experience shows that it is far easier to 
create a new federal agency than to 
reorganize or elim inate an existing 
one. 


Birth Rate Jingoism 
Definitely No Answer 


As large segm ents of the 
un­ 
derdeveloped world concern them ­ 
selves with population densities and 
growth rates which have become bur­ 
dens to improving the quality of life, 
parts of the developed world are con­ 
cerned about the reverse — a dropping 
birth rate. 


That the birth rate has been declin­ 
ing in mos* of the advanced nations is 
evident from the records. What the 
decline in population growth means is 
the subject of diverse interpretation. 


In 
France, 
a 
debate over 
the 
declining birth rate has gone on much 
of this year. Last New Y ear’s Eve, 
President Valery Giscard d ’Estaing 


began the debate by stating his belief 
that no country with a m oderate 
population could aspire to greatness. 


Historically, that may be close to the 
truth. But in ages past, sheer numbers 
made up for the lack of productive 
tools and mass weapons of destruc­ 
tion. How times have changed and how 
those changes have affected popula­ 
tion quantity and quality is a subject 
not well understood and only partially 
explored. 


Advocating 
population 
growth 
without exploring the alternatives or 
the potential drawbacks ignores the 
natural law of diminishing resources.

Since that was 
colder by 30 degrees — more or less, 
than the Fahrenheit tem perature the 
layman was fam iliar with, a certain 
amount of confusion set in until the 
weatherman was heard using the term 
Celsius verbally. That really threw the 
layman for a loss. What happened to 
Centigrade, he might have asked, if 
presented the opportunity. 


Nearly as anyone can explain it, 
Celsius seems to be something of a 
status symbol. The word itself is from 
Anders Celsius, 18th century Swedish 
astronomer and originator of the Cen­ 
tigrade tem perature scale.

MIAs Still Not

Laid To Rest 
^ 


WASHINGTON' — One year 
after World War II the govern­ 
ment 
was 
able to declare 
without problem that all 6,058 
men missing in action were 
dead. Proper benefits were dis­ 
tributed to survivors and so the 
concerned relatives were of­ 
ficially set free to begin new 
lives. The same quick action 
was taken after Korea. 


But four years after the nation 
stopped fighting in Vietnam, 
and two years after the last G.I. 
left Saigon, nearly 800 men con­ 
tinue to be listed as MIAs, and 
hundreds of anguished families 
continue to dangle on a gos­ 
samer thread of faith they may 
still be alive. 


They are almost certainly not 
alive. The United States has 
conducted an MIA search un­ 
paralleled in history, and a 
thoroughly efficient Congres­ 
sional probe has recently decid­ 
ed there are no living MIAs. Yet 
the casualties are not laid to 
rest; the families argue over 
small (Kids, and the wretchedly 
sensitive controversy seems 
endless. 


There is a culprit in all this: 
The 
National 
League 
of 
Families of Prisoners of Wa and 
Missing in Action. It is the 
group formed to offer support 
and group therapy for the war 
families, and for many years it 
did just that. Now, according to 
increasing 
numbers 
of 
Washington 
observers, 
its 
original 
good 
purpose 
has 
turned sour. 


“The League's usefulness has 
run 
out,” 
says 
Rep. 
G.V. 
(Sonny) 
Montgomery 
(D. 
Miss.). He chaired a 15-month 
Investigation of the MIA issue, 
concluding that the men "lost 
their lives in the service of their 
country.” He says extending the 
debate now is “ dragging it 
through the mud.” and wishes 
the League of Families would 
disband ‘in dignity." 


Montgomery does not rap the 
League with any relish. Nor 
dot's he do it lightly. When it 
was organized in the 1900s the* 
League was a selfless effort by 
courageous wives to bring the 
plight of their husbands into the 
public arena. As such the group 
was sentimentally adopted by a 


concerned nation. Many still 
remember it in this light. 


But the League has changed 
— for the worse. Many of its of­ 
ficers are now salaried instead 
of volunteers. Its director, for­ 
merly with VIVA magazine, is 
of no relation to a HJW or MIA. 
A member of Montgomery’s 
Congressional staff says the 
group 
“ has 
become 
a 
bureaucracy, and you have to 
wonder if its main objective is 
to perpetuate itself.” 


Whatever the League’s mo­ 
tives, its influence among MIA 
families remains strong. It is 
now 
particularly 
infuential 
among MIA parents, who see it 
as their difference between hope 
and no hope. Many wives have 
dropped out of the League, 
while others stay only to avoid 
arguments with those parents 
who refuse to admit the death of 
their sons. 


Montgomery says he is con­ 
cerned most about the wives. “ 1 
talk with them and get letters 
from them — they say they want 
to get on with their lives, but 
can’t until this thing is settled. ” 
And here is where the League's 
fault is blatant. It won’t let the 
matter settle. It won’t close the 
books. The League says Mont­ 
gomery’s 
investigation 
was 
shallow and insists some of the 
MIAs may still be alive. 


The evidence is absolutely 
contrary to the League's posi­ 
tion. Of the 6.058 MIAs in World 
War II, as example, not one has 
since turned up living. Of the 
5.127 MIAs in Korea, none have 
returned. 
Montgomery 
says 
some 
Vietnam 
remains 
(perhaps 150 to 200) may be 
recoverable, and should be 
recovered, but any higher ex­ 
pectations are illusory. 


Montgomery says the disap­ 
pointments have been repeated 
enough. Some wives have tried 
to escape by taking secret new 
husbands. Some families have 
become so emotionally Confused 
they refuse to Identify returned 
remains. Suffering for many is 
well into its second decade. It’s 
time to bring it to an end. The 
League of Families is perpe­ 
tuating 
irrationality; 
the 
conclusion is harsh but ac­ 
curate.

WASHINGTON - The new 
Carter administration is mov ing 
rapidly to take command of the 
sprawling Federal bureaucracy. 


A high priority has been given 
to rooting out the Nixon and 
Ford appointees who have been 
burrowing frantically the past 
two months into the merit sys­ 
tem, where they hoped to hang 
on to high-paying jobs despite 
their Republican background. 


The Civil Service Commis­ 
sion, which has been accused of 
making political job referrals 
during the Nixon years and un­ 
dermining the career service, 
has suddenly snapped to atten­ 
tion and begun investigating 
political hanky-panky. 
It is 
probing phony reorganization 
schemes, under which political 
appointees were switched to 
career status, in practically 
every major department. 


Goaded on by bad publicity, 
as 
well 
as 
the 
American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employees and Rep. 
Morris Udall, the CSC has 
blocked five recent job conver­ 
sions at ACTION, the agency 
most blatant about abusing the 
merit system. CSC declared in 
the employees’ status to be 
illegal 


Among 
the 
employees 
thwarted are Inspector General 
Edward Locke, who earned 
$36,093 a year, and personnel 
director Richard Tobin, who 
earned a similar salary. 


The CSC is still studying other 
suspicious job conversions at 
ACTION. One indication of AC­ 
TION’S over-partisanship is that 
a Federal grand jury recently 
indicted Alan May, Its former 
hiring director, for allegedly 
conducting a partisan hiring 
program in violation of civil 
service rules. 


Rep. Udall, dubious of CSC's 
dedication to the merit system, 
has written to several agencies 
and requested all planned reor­ 
ganization schemes Ik* halted. 
He has also prodded CSC of­ 
ficials. 


New Secretary of Housing and 
Urban Development Pat Harris 
was smuggled a copy of a 
proposed GOP reorganization 
plan in her department a month 
ago, and is expected to rescind 
recent job changes as one of her 
first actions. Health Education 
and 
Welfare Secretary Joe 
Califano has similarly been 
alerted to the problem. 


A lawsuit has been filed in 
district court here on behalf of 
Hi HUD employees transferred 
under a reorganization they 
claim was improper. 


CSC’ chairman Robert Hamp­ 
ton, a Nixon appointee who has 
reportedly acknowledged using 
the agency to plant political 
hacks in supposedly merit jobs, 
is expected to resign soon. 


The leading contender for his 
post is Jule Sugarman, a mov ­ 
ing force in the development of 
Head Start, the educational 
program for pre-schoolers. He 
is also a former adviser to ex- 
New York Mayor John Lindsay. 
Sugarman met Carter while 
serving as budget officer for the 
City of Atlanta. 


Carter has pledged to return 
efficiency and ability to the 
government apparatus; a good 
way to begin would be to 
strengthen the career service.

Bear wanls lo tnove, bul is not 


sure where. "I've lived here all 
my life," he said. "I'd like lo go 
where there are some kind- 
hearted people.". 


Bear was banished by the 


Reformed Mcnmmite Church on 
a June day in 1972. His wife and 
six children eventually moved to 
the house of her brother, Glenn 
Gross, the bishop who helped 
banish her husband. 


Bear was shunned because he 


questioned Gross' authority. In 
the Reformed 
Church, 
the 


authority of a bishop is believed 
lu be equal to that of God. Bear 
had crilicized Gross for giving 
communion lo Gross* parents 
after one of them accused the 
other of being unfaithful. 


"So they excommunicated 


and 
damned 
me 
to 
hell 


forever." Bear said. 


' Under the shunning order, no

Bear's wife and children, is to 
speak or have any other contact 
with him. The order included 
his parents, who died shortly 
after Bear was shunned.

DETROIT (AP) — A yearlong string of six disappearances and 


slayings of Oakland County youths probably was not the work of a 
single assailant, investigative sources have told a Detroit news- 
paper. Although some of the cases are similar, investigators doubt 
that all six killings are related, the Detroit News reported Sunday. 
The first child disappeared nearly 13 months ago. Tlie body ot the 
latest victim, 10-year-old Kristine Mlhelich, was found Jan. 21 in a 
snowbank. A special police task force is investigating the Mihelich 
case. An investigator lor one south Oakland police agency1 said two 
of the killings, those of Mark Stebbins, 12. of Ferndale, and 
Cynthia Cadieux, 16, of RoseviUe, may have been related. Sources 
dose to the investigations told the News any relationship.between 


• the Ore victims and the death of Jane Louise Allan, 13. of Royal 
Oak, are "too remote for the killings to have been the work of one 
person, or a complicity of persons." The Allan girl's body was 
found last August In Miamisburg, Ohio — the only victim found 
outside Michigan. Police have also eliminated any connection 
between the killing of Sheila Srock, 14, of Birmingham and the 
other cases, the News said. The girl was raped and shot three time 
last January while babysitting her infant niece. Police regard the 
case as a "breaking and entering that went bad," the newspaper 
said. Jill Robinson, 12, of Royal Oak, was found shot to death along 
a suburban Detroit highway earlier this month. But Troy police 
chief Forrest Fisher has said he considers that an isolated case.

Not Single Assailant 


DETROIT (AP) — A yearlong string of six disappearances and 
slayings of Oakland County youths probably was not the work of a 
single assailant, investigative sources have told a Detroit news­ 
paper. Although some of the cases are similar, investigators doubt 
that all six killings are related, the Detroit News reported Sunday. 
The first child disappeared nearly 13 months ago. The body of the 
latest victim, 10-year-old Kristine Mihelieh, was found Jan. ‘21 in a 
snowbank. A special police task force is investigating the Mihelieh 
case. An investigator for one south Oakland police agency said two 
of the killings, those of Mark Stebbins, 12. of Ferndale, and 
Cynthia Cadieux, 16, of Rosev ille, may have been related. Sources 
close to the investigations told the News any relationship between 
the five victims and the death of Jane Louise Allan, 13, of Royal 
Oak. are “too remote for the killings to have been the work of one 
person, or a complicity of persons.” The Allan girl’s body was 
found last August in Miamisburg, Ohio — the only victim found 
outside Michigan. Police have also eliminated any connection 
between the killing of Sheila Srock, 14. of Birmingham and the 
other cases, the News said. The girl was raped and shot three time 
last January while babysitting her infant niece. Police regard the 
case as a “breaking and entering that went bad,” the newspaper 
said. Jill Robinson, 12, of Royal Oak, was found shot to death along 
a suburban Detroit highway earlier this month. But Troy police 
chief Forrest Fisher has said he considers that an isolated case.

In Hotel Blaze

BRECKENRIDC.E, Minn (AP) — “ We’ll check for bodies, 
shovel by shovel,” a fire marshal said as he organized the search 
for 22 persons missing and presumed dead in a hotel fire 


The fire destroyed the threestory Hotel Stratford in this western 
Minnesota community of 4,200. Billowing smoke and flaring “hot 
spots" in the debris delayed the search for victims until today. 
Firemen from four towns who fought the blaze in subzero 
temperatures stood watch overnight as flames and smoke subsid­ 
ed Meanwhile, the list of possible victims was rechecked. 


Mayor Hugh Mikkelson said the names came from people who 
believed that friends and relatives might have been in the 67- 
year-old brick hotel when it burned early Friday. “We have no 
idea how many were in the hotel,” Mikkelson said. “The hotel 
records were all burned.” 


There was only one known survivor — Douglas Johnson, 41, of 
Aberdeen, S.D. 


Johnson, the father of four and a construction floor finisher, was 
in town on a school project. He said he was awakened by the sound 
of wires shorting out. 


“My m im light wouldn’t come on," he said. “ I opened my eyes 
wider and the room was full of smoke I opened the door and the 
hall was completely full of smoke so I closed the door.” 


Unable to flee down the hallway, Johnson went to the window of 
his room and two policemen put a ladder up to him. Asst. State 
Fire Marshal Rusty Tallman said there was no information yet on 
how the fire started. 


The hotel, built in 1910. had a staff of four and 40 or 50 rooms, 
Mikkelson said. 


The city radio dispatcher, Robert Blackwelder, received a 
telephone call at 4:59 a.m. Friday that the hotel was on fire. He 
believed the voice was that of Catherine Stade, owner of the hotel. 
Mikkelson speculated that she died in the fire, perhaps trying to 
arouse guests. 


Fire Chief Dick Thompson said the occupants may have been 
asphyxiated. He said that except for Johnson, none of the hotel 
residents was seen and no cries for help were heard. 


The building was valued at $190,000. Tallman said. It contained 
a coffee shop, an auto parts store, an insurance agency and a 
beauty salon. 


Mikkelson said the names of possible victims would not be 
released “until we can confirm each one as being dead."

New Murder 
Trial For Boyle

Former mine workers boss 
W.A. “Tony” Boyle, granted a 
new murder trial, says, “ It just 
goes to show that when I said I 
was innocent, I was.” 


The Pennsylvania Supreme 
Court set aside Friday Boyle’s 
conviction on charges he or­ 
dered the 1969 assassination of 
Joseph “Jock” Yablonski, who 
had unsuccessfully challenged 
him for the presidency of the 
200,000-member United Mine 
Workers Union. 


The court said Boyle, 76, 
deserved a new trial because he 
was denied his right to present 
evidence from which the jury 
might have inferred he was not 
involved in the Yablonski slay­ 
ings. 


Boyle’s 
attorney, 
Charles 
Peruto, said he hoped to have 
Boyle freed immediately on 
bail 


Warden James Howard of the 


W. A TONY’ BOYLE 
Conviction set aside 


Western State Penitentiary in 
Pittsburgh said that after he 
told Boyle of the decision “ a 
look of relief came over his 
face.” Boyle suffers from a 
heart ailment and was in the 
prison hospital. 


Boyle was sentenced in 1973 to 
three life terms in prison for the 
deaths of Yablonski, his wife 
Margaret and their daughter 
Charlotte. 


They were shot on New Year’s 
Eve in 1969 by three hired gun­ 
men as they slept in their rural 
Clarksville, Pa., home. The 
bodies were discovert five 
days later 


At the trial that followed, the 
prosecution charged that Boyle 
conspired to kill Yablonski 
because 
of 
the 
election 
challenge 
and 
Yablonski’s 
threat to have the election in­ 
validated. 


William Turnblazer, who ad­ 
mitted the shootings, testified 
that Boyle gave the orders. 
Boyle calkd Turnblazer a liar. 


The election was set aside in 
1972, and Boyle then lost to Ar­ 
nold Miller, the current union 
leader. 


During the trial, Boyle’s at­ 
torneys claimed that officials of 
UMW 
District 
19. 
which 
includes mines in Tennessee 
and Kentucky, conspired and 
hired the killers without his 
knowledge They contends that 
the District 19 officials feared 
Yablonski 
was 
planning to 
publicize irregular financial 
transactions in the district.

From ASSOCIATED PRESS 
While the great winter storm 
was showing signs of easing 
soiik* through the midwest and 
east today, a winter storm 
warning was posted today for 
large portions of Alabama. 
Louisiana and Mississippi in the 
deep south. Two to four inches 
of snow, mingled with freezing 
rain and sleet, are predicted 
there.

Meanwhile strict orders for 
cutbacks in fuel consumption 
kept millions of workers and 
students at home today in the 
frigid Kasi and Midwest but al­ 
so helped guarantee that their 
homes will stay warm.

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Victims Hunted 
In Hotel Blaze

BRECKENRIDGE. Minn. (AP) - "We'll chock for bodies, 


shovel by shovel," a fire marshal said as he organized the search 
for'» persons missing and presumed dead in a hotel fire. 


The fire destroyed the Ihreestory Hotel Stratford in this western 


Minnesota community of 4,200. Billowing smoke and flaring "hot 
spots" in the debris delayed the search for victims until today. 
Firemen from four towns who fought the blaze in subzero 
temperatures stood watch overnight as flames and smoke subsid- 
ed. Meanwhile, the list of possible victims was rechecked. 


Mayor Hugh Mikkelson said the names tame from people who 


believed that friends and relatives might have been in the 67- 
year-old brick hotel when it burned early Friday. "We have no 
idea how many were in the hotel," Mikkelson said. "The hotel 
records were all burned." 


There was only one known survivor — Douglas Johnson, 41, of 


Aberdeen, S.D. 


Johnson, the father of four and a construction floor finisher, WTJS 


in town on a school project. He said he was awakened by the sound 
of wires shorting out. 


"My room light wouldn't come on," he said. "I opened my eyes 


wider and tlie room was full of smoke. I opened the door and the 
hall was completely full of smoke so I closed the door." 


Unable to flee down the hallway, Johnson went to the window of 


his room and two policemen put a ladder up to him. Asst. State 
Fire Marshal Rusty Tallman said there was no information yet on 
how the fire started. 


The hotel, built in 1910. had a staff of four and 40 or 50 rooms 


Mikkelson said. 


The city radio dispatcher, Robert Blackwelder. received a 


telephone call at 4:59 a.m. Friday that the hotel was on fire. He 
believed the voice was that of Catherine Stade, owner of the hotel 
Mikkelson. speculated that she died in the fire, perhaps trying to 
arouse guests. 


Fire Chief Dick Thompson said the occupants may have been 


asphyxiated. He said that except for Johnson, none of the hotel 
residents was seen and no cries for help were heard. 


The building was valued at 1100,000, Tallman said. It contained 


a coffee shop, an auto parts store, an insurance agency and a 
beauty salon. 


Mikkelson said the names of possible victims would not be 


released "until we can confirm each one as being dead."

New Murder 
Trial For Boyle

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - 


Former mine workers boss 
W.A. "Tony" Boyle, granted a 
new murder trial, says, "It just 
goes to show that when I said I 
was innocent, I was." 


The Pennsylvania Supreme 


Court set aside Friday Boyle's 
conviction on charges he or- 
dered the 1969 assassination of 
Joseph "Jock" Yablonski, who 
had unsuccessfully challenged 
him for the presidency of the 
200,000-member United Mine 
Workers Union. 


The court said Boyle, 76, 


deserved a new trial because he 
was denied his right to present 
evidence from which the jury 
might have inferred he was not 
involved in the Yablonski slay- 
ings. 


Boyle's attorney, 
Charles 


Peruto, said he hoped to have 
Boyle freed immediately on 
bail. 


Warden James Howard of the

Western State Penitentiary in 
Pittsburgh said that after ho 
told Boyle of the decision "a 
look of relief came over his 
face." Boyle suffers from a 
heart ailment and was in the 
prison hospital.

Boyle was sentenced in 1973 to 


three life terms in prison for the 
deaths of Yablonski, his wife 
Margaret and their daughter 
Charlotte. 


They were shot on New Year's 


Eve in 1969 by three hired gun- 
men as they slept in their rural 
Clarksvillc, Pa., home. The 
bodies were discovered live 
days later. 


At the trial that followed, the 


prosecution charged that Boyle 
conspired to kill Yablonski 
because 
of 
the 
election 


challenge 
and 
Yablonski's 


threat to have the election in- 
validated. 


William Turnblazer, who ad- 


mitted the shootings, testified 
that Boyle gave the orders. 
Boyle called Turnblazer a liar. 


The election was set aside in 


1972, and Boyle then lost to Ar- 
nold Miller, the current union 
leader. 


During the trial, Boyle's at- 


torneys claimed that officials of 
UMW 
District 
19, which 


includes mines in Tennessee 
and Kentucky, conspired and 
hired the killers without his 
knowledge. They contended that 
the District 19 officials feared 
Yablonski was -planning to 
publicize irregular financial 
transactions in the district.

Regulating Regulators 
Is Very Tough9 Indeed 


Reviewing 
his 
achievem ents 
as 
governor of Georgia, Jim m y Carter 
was especially proud of his reor­ 
ganization of the state government. He 
said several tim es during his cam ­ 
paign for the presidency that he 
favored a sim ilar shakeup of the 
federal government. The prospect is 
pleasing to millions of Americans who 
feel that bureaucrats in Washington, 
D C., have become too rem ote from 
ordinary people’s concerns. 


Much of the resentm ent against 
Washington's “ father knows best” at­ 
titude is directed toward the federal 
regulatory agencies that issue rules 
and regulations affecting almost every 
U.S. citizen and business enterprise. 
These government bureaus are widely 
perceived as blind leviathans whose 
activities stifle individual freedom and 
initiative. Thus, it is easy to lose sight 
of the fact that regulatory agencies 
cam e into being to protect individuals 
from harmful business practices. 


Some agencies, such as the Food and 
Drug Administration and the Occupa­ 
tional Safety and Health A dm inistra­ 
tion, deal with public welfare. The 
regulations they issue complement the 
existing m arket system . Other agen­ 
cies, including the Interstate Com­ 
m erce Commission and the Federal 
Communications Commission, are in­ 
volved in economic regulation. In ef­ 
fect, they replace the m arket system 
in industries where, for a variety of 
reasons, it may be unsatisfactory. By 
controlling prices and com petition, 
economic regulation aims to compen­ 
sate for instances of m arket failure 


such as monopoly. 


A common complaint about agencies 
concerned with economic regulation is 
that they eventually lose sight of their 
intended function. Economist W alter 
Adams of Michigan State University 
complained in 1972: “ What starts as 
regulation ends up as protection — not 
of the public but of the industry that is 
supposedly regulated.” In a sim ilar 
vein, former Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion Chairman Lewis A. Engm an 
charged that “ Most regulated indus­ 
tries have become federal protec­ 
torates living in the cozy world of 
‘cost-plus,’ safely protected from the 
ugly specters of com petition, ef­ 
ficiency and innovation.” 


Another problem is overlap and 
duplication among agencies. Makers 
of some pesticides, for example, must 
meet requirem ents of three agencies 
— 
the 
Environm ental 
Protection 
Agency, the Occupational Safety and 
Health A dm inistration, and the Con­ 
sum er Product Safety Commission. 


Obviously, then, there is ample op­ 
portunity for reform of the federal 
regulatory apparatus. But Carter will 
find that meaningful reform is dif­ 
ficult to effect. Many regulated indus­ 
tries, fearful of a return to “ destruc­ 
tive” competition, want to preserve 
the status quo. Congress, jealous of its 
authority over regulatory agencies, 
has blocked attem pts at their reor­ 
ganization 
in 
the 
past. 
Indeed, 
experience shows that it is far easier to 
create a new federal agency than to 
reorganize or elim inate an existing 
one. 


Birth Rate Jingoism 
Definitely No Answer 


As large segm ents of the 
un­ 
derdeveloped world concern them ­ 
selves with population densities and 
growth rates which have become bur­ 
dens to improving the quality of life, 
parts of the developed world are con­ 
cerned about the reverse — a dropping 
birth rate. 


That the birth rate has been declin­ 
ing in most of the advanced nations is 
evident from the records. What the 
decline in population growth means is 
the subject of diverse interpretation. 


In 
France, 
a 
debate 
over 
the 
declining birth rate has gone on much 
of this year. Last New Y ear's Eve, 
President Valery Giscard d ’Estaing 


began the debate by stating his belief 
that no country with a moderate 
population could aspire to greatness. 


Historically, that may be close to the 
truth. But in ages past, sheer numbers 
made up for the lack of productive 
tools and mass weapons of destruc­ 
tion. How times have changed and how 
those changes have affected popula­ 
tion quantity and quality is a subject 
not well understood and only partially 
explored. 


Advocating 
population 
growth 
without exploring the alternatives or 
the potential drawbacks ignores the 
natural law of diminishing resources. 


Just A Show-Off 
Word For Centigrade 


As if the nun-scientific mino did not 
feel left out of enough of the momen­ 
tous events of the latter years of the 
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20th century, the U.S. Weather Service 
has to confuse the transition of metric 
m easurm ents by substituting Celsius 
lor Centigrade. 


Perhaps the first awareness of Cel­ 
sius by the average layman came with 
a tim e and tem perature clock regis­ 
tering a -2 C reading. Since that was 
colder by 30 degrees — more or less, 
than the Fahrenheit tem perature the 
layman was fam iliar with, a certain 
amount of confusion set in until the 
weatherman was heard using the term 
Celsius verbally. That really threw the 
layman for a loss. What happened to 
Centigrade, he might have asked, if 
presented the opportunity. 


Nearly as anyone can explain it, 
Celsius seems to be som ething of a 
status symbol. The word itself is from 
Anders Celsius, 18th century Swedish 
astronomer and originator of the Cen­ 
tigrade tem perature scale. 


That doesn’t explain why Celsius has 
replaced Centigrade. Time enough for 
that after the move to m etric is m as­ 
tered

Milliken To Urge Higher 
Gas Tax, Car Tab Fees

LANSING, Mich. 
(AP) - 
Gov. 
William 
Milliken 
is 
scheduled to unveil his trans­ 
portation program this week 
and it is likely to include 
proposed increases in the stale 
gas tax and license plate fees. 


The message to the Democra­ 
tic legislature, expected late in 
the week, will get most of the 
attention as lawmakers spend 
another week organizing their 
committees and preparing for 
work on the first bills of the new 
session. 


Milliken aides said the final 
touches have not been put on the 
Iransportation program, which 
is one of the governor's highest 
priorities for 1977. It will touch 
off a 
major battle 
in 
the 
legislature between supporters 
of the highway lobby, public 
transportation 
backers 
and 
various interest groups. 


"The governor wants it this 


year, and as early as possible," 
said William Rustem, an aide to 
the governor. 


Rustem said the package will 
include recommendations to 
hike the state gasoline tax by a 
cent or two, a major increase in 
car 
registration 
fees, 
and 
perhaps other small tax or fee 
increases. 


Rustem said the governor ap­ 
parently has rejected the idea of 
raising money from nontrans­ 
portation sources, such as the 
property 
transfer 
tax. 
But 
reportedly the license plate 
registration fee may be changed 
Irom the present fee based on 
the car’s wvight to one based on 
the value of the car. 


The tax and fee increases will 
produce about $150 million to be 
used to improve public trans­ 
portation across the state. Rus­ 
tem said that would include 
proposals for subways in cities 
other than Detroit, and more 
money for railroads, bus serv ice

The transportation program 
will face tough going In the 
legislature because it affects a 
wide variety of interest groups, 
including truckers, road com­ 
missions. oil companies, the 
Teamsters Union, auto com­ 
panies and mass transit or­ 
ganizations. In addition, law­ 
makers representing out-state 
areas have little public pressure 
to spend money on anything but 
roads. 


The legislature, meanwhile, 
will spend most of its second 
full week organizing commit­ 
tees and scheduling the first 
bills for consideration. The 
committee assignments were 
handed down by Democratic 
leaders last week. 


The Senate may take a final 
vote on its first major bill, a 
measure to protect low-income 
homeowners from reductions in 
property tax credits. The bill

claimants eligible for larger tax 
credits.

MIAs Still Not 


Laid To Rest 


WASHINGTON - One year 
after World War II the govern­ 
ment 
was 
able to declare 
without problem that all 6.058 
men missing in action were 
dead. Proper benefits were dis­ 
tributed to survivors and so the 
concerned relatives were of­ 
ficially set free to begin new 
lives. The same quick action 
was taken after Korea. 


But four years after the nation 
stopped fighting in Vietnam, 
and two years after the last G.I. 
left Saigon, nearly 800 men con­ 
tinue to be listed as MIAs, and 
hundreds of anguished families 
continue to dangle on a gos­ 
samer thread of faith they may 
still be alive. 


They are almost certainly not 
alive. The United States has 
conducted an MIA search un­ 
paralleled in history, and a 
thoroughly efficient Congres­ 
sional probe has recently decid­ 
ed there are no living MIAs. Yet 
the casualties are not laid to 
rest; the families argue over 
small odds, and the wretchedly 
sensitive controversy seems 
endless. 


There is a culprit in all this: 
The 
National 
League 
of 
Families of Prisoners of Wa and 
Missing in Action. It is the 
group formed to offer support 
and group therapy for the war 
families, and for many years it 
did just that. Now, according to 
increasing 
numbers 
of 
Washington 
observers, 
its 
original 
good 
purpose 
has 
turned sour. 


“The League’s usefulness has 
run 
out,’’ 
says 
Rep. 
G.V. 
(Sonny) 
Montgomery 
(I). 
Miss.). He chaired a 15-month 
investigation of the MIA issue, 
concluding that the men "lost 
their lives in the service of their 
country." He says extending the 
debate now is “ dragging it 
through the mud.” and wishes 
the League of Families would 
disband ‘in dignity." 


Montgomery dots not rap the 
League with any relish. Nor 
does he do it lightly. When it 
was organized in the 1960s the 
League was a selfless effort by 
courageous wives to bring the 
plight of their husbands into the 
public arena. As such the group 
was sentimentally adopted by a 


concerned nation. Many still 
remember it in this light. 


But the League has changed 
— for the worse. Many of its of­ 
ficers are now salaried instead 
of volunteers. Its director, for­ 
merly with VIVA magazine, is 
of no relation to a 1*0W or MIA. 
A member of Montgomery’s 
Congressional staff says the 
group" 
‘^has 
become 
a 
bureaucracy, and you have to 
wonder if its main objective is 
to perpetuate itself.” 


Whatever the League’s mo­ 
tives, its influence among MIA 
families rem ains strong. It is 
now 
particularly 
infuential 
among MIA parents, who see it 
as their difference between hope 
and no hope. Many wives have 
dropped out of the League, 
while others stay only to avoid 
arguments with those parents 
who refuse to admit the death of 
their sons. 


Montgomery says he is con­ 
cerned most about the wives. "1 
talk with them and get letters 
from them — they say they want 
to get on with their lives, but 
can’t until this thing is settled. ” 
And here is where the League's 
fault is blatant. It won’t let the 
matter settle. It won’t close the 
books. The League says Mont­ 
gomery’s 
investigation 
was 
shallow and insists some of the 
MIAs may still he alive. 


The evidence is absolutely 
contrary to the League’s posi­ 
tion. Of the 6,058 MIAs in World 
War II, as example, not one has 
since turned up living. Of the 
5,127 MIAs in Korea, none have 
returned. 
Montgomery 
says 
some 
Vietnam 
remains 
(perhaps 150 to 200) may be 
recoverable, 
and should be 
recovered, but any higher ex­ 
pectations are illusory. 


Montgomery says the disap- 
pointments have been repeated 
enough. Some wives have tried 
to escape by taking secret new 
husbands. Some families have 
become so emotionally confused 
they refuse to identify returned 
remains. Suffering for many is 
well into its second decade. It’s 
time to bring it to an end. The 
League of Fam ilies is perpe­ 
tuating 
irrationality; 
the 
conclusion is harsh but ac­ 
curate.

WASHINGTON - The new 
Carter administration is moving 
rapidly to take command of the 
sprawling Federal bureaucracy. 


A high priority has been given 
to rooting out the Nixon and 
Ford appointees who have lM“t*n 
burrowing frantically the past 
two months into the merit sys­ 
tem, where they hoped to hang 
on to high-paying jobs despite 
their Republican background. 


The Civil Service Commis­ 
sion. which has been accused of 
making political job referrals 
during the Nixon years and un­ 
dermining the career service, 
has suddenly snapped to atten­ 
tion and begun investigating 
political hanky-panky. 
It is 
probing phony reorganization 
schemes, under which political 
appointees were switched to 
career status, in practically 
every major department. 


Goaded on by bad publicity, 
as 
well 
as 
the 
American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employees and Rep. 
Morris Udall, the CSC has 
blocked five recent job conver­ 
sions at ACTION, the agency 
most blatant about abusing the 
merit system. CSC declared in 
the employees’ status to be 
illegal. 


Among 
the 
employees 
thwarted are Inspector General 
Edward Locke, who earned 
$36,093 a year, and personnel 
director Richard Tobin, who 
earned a similar salary. 


The CSC is still studying other 
suspicious job conversions at 
ACTION. One indication of AC­ 
TION'S over-partisanship is that 
a Federal grand jury recently 
indicted Alan May, its former 
hiring director, for allegedly 
conducting a partisan hiring 
program in violation of civil 
service rules. 


Rep. Udal!, dubious of CSC’s 
dedication to the merit system, 
has written to several agencies 
and requested all planned reor­ 
ganization schemes Ik* halted. 
He has also prodded CSC of­ 
ficials. 


New Secretary of Housing and 
Urban Development Pat Harris 
was smuggled a copy of a 
proposed GOP reorganization 
plan in her department a month 
ago. and is expected to rescind 
recent job changes as one of her 
first actions. Health Education 
and 
Welfare Secretary Joe 
Califano has similarly been 
alerted to the problem. 


A lawsuit has been filed in 
district court here on behalf of 
Hi HUD employees transferred 
under a reorganization they 
claim was improper. 


CSC chairman Robert Hamp­ 
ton, a Nixon appointee who has 
reportedly acknowledged using 
the agency to plant political 
hacks in supposedly merit jobs, 
is expected to resign soon. 


The leading contender for his 
post is Jule Sugarman, a mov ­ 
ing force in the development of 
Head Start, the educational 
program for pre-schoolers. He 
is also a former adviser to ex- 
New York Mayor John Lindsay. 
Sugarman met Carter while 
serving as budget officer for the 
City of Atlanta. 


Carter has pledged to return 
efficiency and ability to the 
government apparatus; a good 
way to begin would be to 
strengthen the career service. 
Democratic congressmen and 
Carter 
advisers 
became 
alarmed after the election when 
complaints began to pour in 
about high-level Republicans 
trying to hang on by taking 
career jobs.

Regulating Regulators 
Is Very Tough, Indeed 


.•.7; Reviewing his achievements as 
-"^governor of Georgia, Jimmy Carter 
^;<was especially proud of his reor- 
ganization of the state government. He 


said several times during his cam- 
paign for the presidency that he 
favored a similar shakeup of the 
federal government. The prospect is 
pleasing to millions of Americans who 
feel that bureaucrats in Washington, 
D.C., have become too remote from 
ordinary people's concerns. 


Much of the resentment against 


Washington's "father knows best" at- 
titude is directed toward the federal 
regulatory agencies that issue rules 
and regulations affecting almost every 
U.S. citizen and business enterprise. 
These government bureaus are widely 
perceived as blind leviathans whose 
activities stifle individual freedom and 
initiative. Thus, it is easy to lose sight 
of the fact that regulatory agencies 
came into being to protect individuals 
from harmful business practices. 


Some agencies, such as the Food and 


Drug Administration and the Occupa- 
tional Safety and Health Administra- 
tion, deal with public welfare. The 
regulations they issue complement the 
existing market system. Other agen- 
cies, including the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and the Federal 


•'Communications Commission, are in- 
""vblved in economic regulation. In'ef- 
"' "feet, they replace the market system 
;';in industries where, for a variety of 
•^reasons, it may be unsatisfactory. By 


controlling prices and competition, 
economic regulation aims to compen- 
sate for instances of market failure 


such as monopoly. 


A common complaint about agencies 


concerned with economic regulation is 
that they eventually lose sight of their 
intended function. Economist Walter 
Adams of Michigan State University 
complained in 1972: "What starts as 
regulation ends up as protection — not 
of the public but of the industry that is 
supposedly regulated." In a similar 
vein, former Federal Trade Commis- 
sion Chairman Lewis A. Engman 
charged that "Most regulated indus- 
tries have become federal protec- 
torates living in the cozy world of 
'cost-plus,' safely protected from the 
ugly specters of competition, ef- 
ficiency and innovation." 


Another problem is overlap and 


duplication among agencies. Makers 
of some pesticides, for example, must 
meet requirements of three agencies 
— 
the 
Environmental 
Protection 


Agency, the Occupational Safety and 
Health'Administration, and the Con- 
sumer Product Safety Commission. 


Obviously, then, there is ample op- 


portunity for reform of the federal 
regulatory apparatus. But Carter will 
find that meaningful reform is dif- 
ficult to effect. Many regulated indus- 
tries, fearful of a return to "destruc- 
tive" competition, want to preserve 
the status quo. Congress, jealous of its 
authority over regulatory agencies, 
has blocked attempts a;t their reor- 
ganization 
in 
the past, 
indeed, 


experience shows that it is far easier to 
create a new federal agency than to 
reorganize or eliminate an existing 
one.

Just A Show-Off 
Word For Centigrade 


As if the non-scientific mina did not 


feel left out of enough of the momen- 
tous events of the latter years of the 
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20th century, the U.S. Weather Service 
has to confuse the transition of metric 
measurments by substituting Celsius 
for Centigrade. 


Perhaps the first awareness of Cel- 


sius by the average layman came with 
a time and temperature clock regis- 
tering a -2 C reading. Since that was 
colder by 30 degrees — more or less, 
than the Fahrenheit temperature the 
layman was familiar with, a certain 
amount of confusion set in until .the 
weatherman was heard using the term 
Celsius verbally. That really threw the 
.layman for a loss. What happened lo 
Centigrade, he might have asked, if 
presented the opportunity. 


Nearly as anyone can explain it, 


Celsius seems to be something of a 
status symbol. The word itself is from 
Anders Celsius, 18th century Swedish 
astronomer and originator of the Cen- 
tigrade temperature scale. 


That doesn't explain why Celsius has 


replaced Centigrade. Time enough for 
that after the move to metric is mas- 
tered.

Gas Tax, Car Tab Fees

and it is likely to include 
proposed increases in the state 
gas tax and license plate fees.

tic legislature, expected late in 
the week, will get most of the 
attention as lawmakers spend 
another week organizing their 
committees and preparing for 
work on the first bills of the new- 
session. 


Milliken aides said the final 


touches hare not been put on the 
transportation program, which 
is one of the governor's highest 
priorities for 1977. It will touch 
off a major battle in the 
legislature between supporters 
of the highway lobby, public 
transportation backers and 
various interest groups. 


"The governor wants it this 


year, and as early as possible." 
said William Rust™, an aide to 
the governor. 


Ruslem said the package will 


include recommendations to 
hike the state gasoline tax by a 
cent or two, a major increase in 
car registration 
fees, and 


perhaps other small tax or fee 
increases. 


Rustcm said the governor ap- 


parently has rejected the idea of 
raising money from nonlrans- 
portation sources, such as the 
property transfer tax. But 
reportedly the license plate 
registration fee may be changed 
from the present fee based on 
the car's weight to one based on 
'the value of the car. 


The tax and fee increases will 


produce about 3150 million to be 
used to improve public trans- 
portation across the state. Rus- 
tem said that would include 
proposals for subways in cities 
other than Detroit, and more 
money for railroads, bus service

samer thread of faith they may 
still be alive. 


They are almost certainly not 


alive. The United States has 
conducted an .MIA search un- 
paralleled in history, and a 
thoroughly efficient Congres- 
sional probe has recently decid- 
ed there are no living MIAs. Yet 
the casualties are not laid to 
rest; the families argue over 
small odds, and the wretchedly 
sensitive controversy '. seems 
endless. 


There is a culprit in all this: 


The 
National 
League 
of 


Families of Prisoners of Wa and 
Missing in Action. It is the 
group formed to offer support 
and group therapy for the war 
families, and for many years it 
did just that. Now, according lo 
increasing1 
numbers 
'•' of 


Washington 
observers, 
its 


original good purpose has 
turned-sour. 


"The League's usefulness has 


run out." says Rep. G.V. 
(Sonny) 
Montgomery 
(D. 


Miss.). He chaired a 15-month 
investigation of the MIA issue, 
concluding that the men "lost 
their lives, in the service of their 
country." He says extending the 
debate now is "dragging it 
through the mud," and wishes 
the League of Families would 
disband 'in dignity." 


Montgomery does not rap the 


League with any • relish. Nor 
does he do it lightly. When it 
was organized in the 1960s the 
League was a selfless effort by 
courageous wives to bring the 
plight of their husbands into the 
public arena. As such the group 
was sentimentally adopted by a 


concerned nation. Many still 
remember it in this light. 


But the League has changed 


— for the worse. Many of its of- 
ficers are now salaried instead 
of volunteers. Its director, for- 
merly with VIVA magazine, is 
of mi relation to a TOW or MIA. 
A member of Montgomery's 
Congressional siaff says the 
group" "h£i 
become 
a 


bureaucracy, and you have to 
wonder if its main objective is 
to perpetuate itself." 


Whatever the League's mo- 


tives, its influence among MIA 
families remains strong. It is 
now particularly 
Infuential 


among MIA parents, who see il 
as their difference between hoiw 
and no hope. Many wives have 
dropped out of the League, 
while others stay only to avoid 
arguments with those parents 
who refuse to admit the death of 
their sons. 


Montgomery says he is con- 


cerned most about the wives. "I 
talk with them and get letters 
from them — they say they want 
to get on with their lives, but 
can't until this thing is settled." 
And here is where the League's

fault is blatant. It won't ;lct the J 
matter settle. It won't close the

books. The League says Mont- 
gomery's investigation was 
shallow and insists some of the 
MIAs may still be alive. 


The evidence is" absolutely 


contrary to the League's posi- 
tion. Of the 6,058 MIAs in World 
War 11, as example, not one has 
since turned up living. Of the 
5.127 MIAs in Korea; none have 
returned. Montgomery says

Montgomery says the disap- 


pointments have been repeated 
enough. Some wives have tried 
to escape by taking secret ne\v 
husbands.

Along came George M. Pull­ 
man with his Pullman dining 
car. What he had achieved with 
his comfortable sleeping car, he 
now undertook to do with eating. 


“ Dining car menus in 1870 
offered seventy-five cent meals 
of oysters on fhe half shell, por- 
terhouse steak, quail, antelope, 
plover, fresh trout and terrapin, 
with second helpings on the 
house. There was champagne at 
every meal, including break­ 
fast. and passengers ate in the 
splendor of Turkish carpets, 
French m irrors, fringed por­ 
tieres and rare inlaid woods. 
The Denver and Rio Grande 
made a specialty of mountain 
trout, the Union Pacific was 
famous for its antelope steaks, 
the Northern Pacific for its 
gntuse and salmon.” 


The Northern Pacific adver­ 
tised as the line of the Great 
Baked Potato, as it crossed the 
state of Idaho, home of the rus­ 
set 
Burbank 
potato. 
The 
Chicago 
and 
Northwestern 
railroad offered 35 main courses 
and 25 desserts. But that was 
high living. The dinner cost $1. 


But those days are gone. They 
disappeared by the end of World 
War 11. along with the develop­ 
ment of meals in the air when 
people exchanged sumptuous 
dining for fast flight.

Yes, a tumor, benign or 
cancerous, can cause an obs­ 
truction in the esophagus that 
would make it difficult to 
swallow food. Now that wQuld be 
a terrifying, thought. Yet there 
are other Jess important pos­ 
sibilities. A small pouch, or 
diverticulum, can produce the 
same symptoms. 


Spasm of the muscular wall of 
the esophagus, birth abnor­ 
malities. enlargement of the 
heart, tumors of the lung, a 
foreign body or psychological 
disturbances may cause iden­ 


tical symptoms. 


Hiatus hernia, and a condition 
known as “ achalasia," could 
also be responsible. 


You know, of course, that I 
am not suggesting that you have 
any of these problems. But I am 
deliberately using this method 
to show how wrong it is to at­ 
tempt to guess at a diagnosis. 


There may also be other rela­ 
tively unimportant reasons for 
your complaint. Medical con­ 
sultation. followed by X-ray 
studies and blood studies, can 
easily locate your problem. This 
is a 
much 
more 
sensible 
approach to a problem that 
needs to be clarified.

Relief from pain can be ob­ 
tained by protecting the heel 
with a foam rubber sponge.

Surgery, in selected 
instances, is very helpful, too.

Paris high fashion may be

Folklore is ever present, but 


peasant and other more exotic 
outfits are more refined than 
ever. 


Voluptuous and curvy, the 


clothes show new supple full-

terhouse steak, quail, antelope, 
plover, fresh trout and terrapin, 
with second helpings-on the 
house. There was champagne at 
every meal, including break- 
fast, and passengers ate in the 
splendor of Turkish carpets, 
French mirrors, fringed por- 
tieres and rare inlaid woods. 
The Denver and Rio Grande 
made a specialty of mountain 
trout, the .Union Pacific was 
famous for its antelope steaks, 
the Northern Pacific for its 
grouse and salmon." 


The Northern Pacific adver- 


tised as the line of the Great 
Baked Potato, as it crossed the 
state of Idaho, home of the rus- 
set 
Burbank potato. The 


Chicago 
and Northwestern 


railroad offered 35 main courses 
and 25 desserts. But that was 


, high living. The dinner cost Si. 


But those days are gone. They 


disappeared by the end of World 
War II; along with the develop- 
ment of meals in the air when 
people exchanged sumptuous 
dining for fast flight.

Robert Bear, a potato farm er 
accused of being possessed by 
the devil, has given up his fight 
against the church that ordered 
his family and friends to aban­ 
don him. 


"I still love my family and I 
haven't turncu against God."

"But I can't be a 
father to my children. It 's better 
if they grow up not knowing 
me.” 


Bear wants to move, but is not 
sun* where. "I've lived here all 
my life,” he said. "I d like to go 
where there are some kind- 
hearted people.” 


Bear was banished by the 
Reformed Mennonite Church on 
a June day in 1972. His wife and 
six children eventually moved to 
the house of her brother, Glenn 
Gross, the bishop who helped 
banish her husband. 


Bear was shunned because he 


questioned Gross’ authority. In 
the 
Reformed 
Church, 
the 
authority of a bishop is believed 
to be equal to that of God. Boar 
had criticized Gross for giving 
communion to Gross’ parents 
after one of them accused the 
other of being unfaithful. 


"So they excommunicated 
and 
damned 
me 
to 
hell 
forever.” Bear said. 


I nder the shunning order, no 
church 
member,

Bear's wife and children, is to 
speak or have any other contact 
with him. The order included 
his parents, who died shortly 
after Boar was shunned.

DETROIT (AP) — A yearlong string of six disappearances and 
slayings of Oakland County youths probably was not the work of a 
single assailant, investigative sources have told a Detroit news­ 
paper. Although some of the cases are similar, investigators doubt 
that all six killings are related, the Detroit News reported Sunday. 
The first child disappeared nearly 13 months ago. The body of the 
latest victim, 10-year-old Kristine Mihelich, was found Jan. 21 in a 
snowbank. A special police task force is investigating the Mihelich 
case. An investigator for one south Oakland police agency' said two 
of the killings, those of Mark Stebbins, 12, of Ferndale. and 
Cynthia Cadieux, 16. of Roseville, may have been related. Sources 
close to the investigations told the News any relationship between 
the five victims and the death of Jane Louise Allan. 13. of Royal 
Oak, are “too remote for the killings to have been the work of one 
person, or a complicity of persons.” The Allan girl’s body was 
found last August in Miamisburg, Ohio — the only victim found 
outside Michigan. Police have also eliminated any connection 
between the killing of Sheila Srock, 14, of Birmingham and the 
other cases, the News said. The girl was raped and shot three time 
last January while babysitting her infant niece. Police regard the 
case as a “breaking and entering that went bad,” the newspaper 
said. Jill Robinson, 12, of Royal Oak, was found shot to death along 
a suburban Detroit highway earlier this month. But Troy police 
chief Forrest Fisher has said he considers that an isolated case.

He said he bought the three 
younger girls w rist watches for 
Christmas and the three older 
children an electric typewriter. 
He said ho didn’t receive any 
presents, or oven cards, from 
them. 


"T hat’s part of the punish­ 
ment,” he said. “ And it hurts 
because 1 still love them. 


"Sure, the memories will 
follow mo when 1 leave. But it 
makes it a little easier now that 
the court has considered me a 
father not fit to have visitation 
rights with his own children.

Bear lost his court fight

Testimony at 
a hearing indicated Bear broke 
into the house where his wife 
was staying and made off with 
the children’s clothing.

Bear was shunned because he 


questioned Gross' authority. In 
the Reformed 
Church, the 


authority of a bishop is believed 
to be equal to that of God. Bear 
had criticized Gross for giving 
communion to Gross' parents 
after one of them accused the 
other of-being unfaithful.

Not Single Assailant

DETROIT (AP) — A yearlong string of six disappearances and 


slayings of Oakland County youths probably was not the work of a 
single assailant, investigative sources have told a Detroit news- 
paper. Although some of the cases are similar, investigators doubt 
that all six killings are related, the Detroit News reported Sunday. 
The first child disappeared nearly 13 months ago. The body of the 
latest victim, 10-year-old Kristine Mihelich, was found Jan. 21 in a 
snowbank. A special police task force is investigating the Mihelich 
case. An investigator for one south Oakland police agency said two 
of the killings, those of Mark Stebbins, 12, ot Ferndale, and 
Cynthia Cadieux, 16, of Roseville, may have been related. Sources 
close to the investigations told the News any relationship.bctween 
• the five victims and the death of Jane Louise Allan, 13. of Royal 
Oak, are "too remote for the killings to have been the work of one 
person, or a complicity of persons." The Allan girl's body was 
found last August in Miamisburg, Ohio — the only victim found 
outside Michigan. Police have also eliminated any connection 
between the tailing of Sheila Srock, 14. of Birmingham and the 
other cases, the Neivs said. The girl was raped and shot three time 
last January while babysitting her infant niece. Police regard the 
case as a "breaking and entering that went bad," toe newspaper 
said. Jill Robinson. 12, of Royal Oak, was found snot to death along 
a suburban Detroit highway earlier this month. But Troy police 
chief Forrest Fisher has said he considers that an isolated case.

But it 
makes it a little easier now thai 
the court has considered me a 
father not fit to have visitation 
rights with his own children.

Bear lost his court fight 


against the church, but was 
allowed to see his children on 
weekends until a Cumberland 
County judge canceled visitation 
rights last month. Testimony at 
a hearing indicated Bear broke 
into the house where his wife 
was staying and made off with 
the children's clothing.

Church has some 600 members 
who believe it is the one true 
church of Christ. They believe 
shunning is designed to promote 
peace and harmony and reclaim 
those who have fallen. 


"When I had to leave my 


house before ... my 3-year-old 
daughter (Sharon) wrapped her 
arms around one of my legs and 
would not' let go," Bear 
recalled. Sharon is now 7. Bear 
says he hardly knows her now.

But if a person if 
affected by even one of the 
following signs he (or she)," 
says Dr. Ackerman "should

Usually a pinched nerve—or 


neurothUpsui — manifests it- 
self through nervousness and 
irritability. Frequently head-

As for the pain, it can be, 


literally, in the neck, or in the 
shoulders, arms, back or legs.

that broke those plans was the 
well-organized protest of countv 
residents.

From then on. Citizens m Op­ 
position to M-275 and environ­ 
mental groups and much of the 
press who joined 
the fight 
pointed up the departm ent's 
acknowledgment that the high­ 
way 
would 
ruin 
a 200-acre 
wetlands, eat up recreational 
and agricultural land and speed 


up urbanization ot the now 
sem i-suburban region. Mainly, 
however, they challenged the 
need for the freeway, in light of 
evidence that fuel in the future 
may be too short to power as 
many autom obiles as now fill 
the concrete. 


In the end. the commission 
opted for the people and their 
concerns. Their decision flew in 
the face of highway department 
officials who all along touted 
M-275 as necessary to complete 
plans laid out a decade before.

The object of all of these 
comparisons is to show that 
metric measurements can be as 
precise as you want them to be, 
or as imprecise as you need 
them to be. Your own foot may 
be 12 inches or less, but for 
rough measurements it is still a 
foot. It is also a little less than a 
third of a meter, or, to be 
precise, 30.48 centimeters. 


Why is it that people who have 
become accustomed to fractions 
of an inch, which are fractions 


of a foot, which is a fraction of a 
yard, are frightened by decimal 
points and things divided by 
tens and hundreds? 


In the long run, of course, 
metrics are simpler. 


Remember the old commer­ 
cial about a cigarette a silly lit­ 
tle millimeter longer? It was a 
lot more catchy than saying a 
silly width of a dime longer. But 
that's roughly the same degree 
of silliness. 


An American high school or 
college athlete may run the 
hundred-yard dash, but in in­ 
ternational events he’ll run the 
hundred meters. In fact the 
Olympics have converted to 
metric distances, save for the 
inile which the Olympic officials 
decided had a history and 
tradition too rich to abandon. 
Remember breaking the four- 
minute mile.

going to appear tonight or 
tomorrow 
morning," 
said 
spokesman John Comey. 


In New York, which like 
Pennsylvania has Ixvn dedared 
eligible for federal disaster 
relief, at least half a million 
schoolchildren will be off all 
this week. Gov. Hugh Carey 
closed every school heated by 
natural gas — 1,309 public 
schools 
and 
an 
unknown 
number of private schools. 


A spokesman for the State 
Public Service Commission said 
that 
tem peratures 
slightly 
above predictions had eased the 
supply shortage, 
but about 
200,000 upstate New Yorkers 
were out of work because of an 
almost total ban imposed by the 
Niagara Mohawk Power Corp. 
on the use of natural gas for in­ 
dustry. 


The utility said the restric­ 
tions might last all week. 


In the lower Hudson Valley, 
Orange & Rockland Utilities or­ 
dered grocery- stores heated by 
gas to open today only from 10 
a.m. to 2 p.m. and from 6 p.m. 
to 9 p.m. All gas-heated res­ 
taurants must close by « p.m. 


Activity in Buffalo, N.Y., was 
still far from normal. National 
Guardsmen, city workers and 
private contractors worked all 
day to clear snow from streets 
and highways, but one official 
said Sunday night. 
“ W ere 
about to lose the battle." 


All but emergency travel has 
been banned in the city of 1.4 
million: 
hundreds 
of cars, 
abandoned in snowdrifts, hin­ 
dered the movement of em er­ 
gency and supply vehicles. 


Officials feared that they 
might find more bodies in cars, 
in addition to the seven already 
found in the Buffalo area since a 
blizzard struck Friday. 


Of looters and other vandals, 
one policeman said: "We can't 
keep up with them in this 
weather with all the other 
problems." 


More blowing, drifting snow 
was predicted for Buffalo today. 
More than 157 inches of snow 
has fallen already this winter. 
In a normal winter 44 inches 
might be expected by now . 


On a lighter note, three rein­ 
deer from thé Buffalo Zoo took 
advantage of giant drifts Sun­ 
day to spring over their fence 
for an hour or so.

Karlier, Allan Staradub, press spokesm an for the Soviet 
OUnipic Organizing Comnuttw*, said, ‘‘No one has yet btvn 
award«*d the rights.” Although Soviet officials were no’ available 
to clarify this statement. NBC spokesmen said the Soviets m ust ix* 
referring to the “ technicality” of 1(X' approval. 
NB(.’ was so confident of being chosen that it was planning a 
television satellite report to New York Tuesday during the form al 
signing ci'remony with Soviet officials, 
NBC-TV' President RolHTt Howard, who arrived in Moscow 


quietly with Lindemann and another executive last Friday, said 
both parties would be signing two contracts Tuesday, one for the 
television rights which must be approved by the I(X: and one for 
technical facilities. 
Howard refused to discuss the terms of the contract, which 
some have speculated could reach as high as $100 million, four 
times as much as ABC,' paid for the Montreal Games last summer. 
Meanwhile, ABC officials were behind closed doors with the 
Souets and could not be reached for comi^ent. 
l^st December, the three United States networks walked out of 
negotiations with the Soviet OljTnpic Committee, saying the terms 


were too high. The S(»viets reportedly wanted $50 million for basic 
technical facilities l>eyond the actual fee for the rights. The 
netwtwks said they wanted to get permission from the U.S. Justice 
Department to pool coverage of the Cíames.

Stockton Nonchalant About Connors Upset

Dick Stockton acted like he 
could not understand what all 
the excitement was about, why 
every one was treating him as if 
lie had just found a new supply 
of natural gas. 


- The 
25-vear-old 
Stockton 
¿hocked a crowd of 14.571 with 
a 3-6. H-4. 3-6, 6-1, 6-2 triumph 
{Sunday over Jimmy Connors, 
the world's top-ranked tennis 
player. 


But 
Stockton 
treated 
it 
nonchalantly, even though he 
had not beaten Connors since 
they were juniors in 1969. And 
•Chen, according to Connors, 
Jimmy was just 5-feet-4 and 98 
pmnds. 


'The upset should not have 
been 
that 
surprising. 
It 
completed the elimination of 
the top 10 seeded players, who 
fell like bowling pins all week. 


Connors had not lost more 
than three games in any set in 
advancing to the final with 
victories over Buster Mottram, 
Wojtek Fibak, Tony Roche and 
Cliff Drysdale. 


He had enveloped himself in 
an aura of invincibility. 


“People seem to have the 
opinion that it's Connors and 
then everybody else,” said 
Stockton after picking up his 
$40,000 check as winner of the 
$200,000 U.S. Pro Indoor Tennis 
Championships. 


“Sure, he’s No. 1 in the 


world." said Stockton. “ But 
there are a lot of players 
capable 
of 
beating 
him. 
Americans like myself who 
grew up with him are not avvt'd 
by him and can beat him. 
Foreigners think there is no 
way to beat him.*’ 


It was Connors’ first defeat 
in five World Championship 
Tennis tournaments over two 
years. He tried to take it in 
stride but disappointment was 
etched on his face. 


“ I’ll play him many more 
times," said Connors. “I can t 
take one defeat 
too hard. 
Maybe I have to do a little hit 
of relaxing, get a little more 
mentally tough.” 


Stockton, who was born in 
New York and now lives in 
Carrolltown, Tex., felt the key 
game in the match came with 
him leading 3-1 in the fourth 
set, and trailing 40-0 on his own 
service. He rallied to win the 
game. 


“ If he (Connors) had won 
that game he could have run 
over me," Stockton said. Con­ 
nors agreed. 


Stockton earned $138,766 last 
year and ranked 10th best in 
the United States. He attended 
Trinity University and was an 
NCAA champion after winning 
the National Junior title over 
Connors. He has suffered from 
a back ailment during his pro 
career, which he says was aid­ 
in'! by acupuncture treatment. 


Stockton, who was eliminated 
in a four-set semifinal by Con­ 
nors in this tourney last year, 
reached the final this time with 
victories over John Alexander, 
Brian Gottfried, Ken Rosewall 
and Jeff Borowiak. 


It was the second straight 
loss in a final for Connors, who 
fell to Bjorn Borg in the (ira 
Slam event at Las Vegas 1 
weekend. He earned $50,000 in 
Las Vegas and $20,000 for his 
second-place finsih to Stockton.

Morris says he's found a way to 
beat the cold, the hi«h price of 
heating fuel and the energy 
shortage. 


Morris, a Detroit city building 
inspector, has covered the win­ 
dows and doors of his home with 
fiberv 
J panels, foam plastic 
and fiberglass insulation to keep 
the heat inside and the cold out. 


“ The best way to keep your 
home warm is not to add more 
heat, but to keep the heat your 
furnace has already produced 
from escaping.” he says. 


After insulating his attic, 
walls and even the cinder block 
foundation in his basement, the 
windows and doors were still 
leaking cold air. He decided to 
insulate those “ energy inten­ 


sive" areas where the heat loss 
is the greatest. 


“ Most people don't even have 
weather-stripping around their 
doors or cauiking around their 
windows, so you can imagine 
uhat kind of heat loss they 
have," Morris says. 


“ Weather-strippinR 
and 
caulking help, but my idea goes 
even 
further. 
It 
keeps 
everything 
from 
escaping 
through the window itself." 


Morris uses one-inch thick 
ceiling tiles to insulate his win­ 
dows. The tiles, used for sus­ 
pended ceilings and readily 
available 
from 
building 
suppliers, cover the window 
from the inside. 


These thermal shades can be 
removed easily to let in light or 


in case the window must be ust*d 
for an emergency exit. A 2 foot 
by 4 foot, one-inch-thick ceiling 
tile sells for around $2 


For rarely used doors. Morris 
stacks fiberglass ceiling insula­ 
tion between the storm door and 
the house door. The insulation is 
not attached to the door, which 
can easily be opened from the 
inside. 


Morris says his insulation has 
trimmed his natural gas bill by 
$40 a month He estimates it is 
costing him about $2.40 a day to 
heat his 1929 two-story brick 
and 
frame 
home, 
which 
measures about 2.500 square 
feet of floor space. 


There are a few drawbacks to 
the thermal shades, Morris 
says. 


The 
state 
building 
code 
requires one-tenth of the floor 
s|»ace in a house to be windows 
for proper ventilation and light. 
So any large window covering 
must be removable to avoid 
code violations. 


The shades, which make the 
house look as if it has been 
closed up. don’t allow enough 
light inside. But Morris con­ 
tends most people keep their 
shades and curtains drawn 
nearly all the time anyway. 
And, he says, the thermal 
shades can be removed as easily 
as opening curtains or regular 
shades. 


“ At the rate we use energy. I 
think it’s an awful shame to 
waste it by letting it just blow 
out the window.” he says.

The number of mink ranches 
in Michigan has continued to 
decline, dropping 19 per cent 
last year from 4:} to 35. The state 
ranked 12th in pelt production 
among the states 
in 
If»?.-), 
making up about 4 per cent of 
the nation's production by 7,500 
ranches. 


In 1975, state mink farmers 
produced 114,000 pelts valued al 
$5.57 million — 16 per cent 
below 1974. Females bred to 
produce kits (young mink) last 
year dropped by 10 per cent to 
30.500. 


Most 
Michigan 
ranchers 
began to show a profit by 1974. 
and 197« earnings were up. 


“ But 
I 
would discourage 
anyone from getting into this 
business today," said Bender, 
whose ranch produces 9,000 to 
10.000 pelts per year. The pelt 
price have varied from $15 to 
$30. 


“ The prices of materials 
necessary to build a mink ranch 
from scratch have gone up so 
much that I don't think that 


prices levels would let any man 
going into the business get his 
money back unless he held 
another job,” he added. The 
state Department of Agriculture 
says it takes about $250.000 to 
start a mink ranch. In addition, 
food — made mostly of other 
animal 
by-products — and 
water must be prov ided byhand 
in the winter. And there's the 
dreaded threat of a disease 
outbreak. 


The mink breeding season 
will begin in March, and in 
April and May the kits will be 
born. By lhe age of eight weeks, 
the youngsters are taken from 
their mothers and placed in 
pens. 


In mid-November when they 
are full grown, the mink are 
shipped to processing plants in 
New York. Illinois, Wisconsin 
and Washington state for sale. 


Of the 35 mink ranches in 
Michigan, half are located in the 
I .P. Most of these are family 
operations like the Benders' and 
are located in Ihree surrounding

LANSING, Mich. (A P) — A state lawmaker has drafted a bill 
establishing a chemical control agency in an attempt to avert 
dangers from toxic substances like PBB. Sen. John Hertel, D- 
Harper Woods, said his proposed commission “ will have far- 
ranging and urgently needed powers to anticipate and prevent 
future chemical contamination.” Gov. William Milliken also has 
called for a chemical unit to coordinate the activities of the 
departments of Public Health. Natural Resources and Agriculture 
to protect the state against such contaminations. Support for such 
a unit follows damage done by such chemicals as DDT, Mercury, 
PCBs and PBB. “ It is time to do something to break this trend,”

After insulating his attic. 


»alls and even the cinder Mock 
foundation in his basement, the 
wiixlows and doors were still 
leaking cold air. He decided to 
insulate those "energy inten- 


sive" arras where tin' heat loss 
is the greatest. 


"Most prairie,*!!'! evrn have 


weather-stripping around their 
doors or caulking around their 
windows, so you can imagine 
what kind of heat loss they 
. have." Morris says.

After 
my death. I want my two adult 
children to have an income from 
this money all their lives — no 
matter how small.

Is the em phasis being 
kept on m eeting your present 
and future needs — or

guaranteeing a lifetime income 
— “ no m atter how sm all’’ — for 
your children? (There could be 
a big difference in the invest­ 
ment plans.) 


About the only thing I can say 
definitely is that if you have in 
any way im paired your income 
from this money or your ability 
to use it, in its entirely, you’ve 
been unwise.

children well into the 21st cen­ 
tury is engaged in an exercise 111 
futility. If you haven’t imbued 
your son with any respect for 
money by now how can you be 
assured that even the income 
you hope to provide all his life­ 
time won’t go for beads or for 
the support of som e wacky 
movement — and not for warm 
clothing and nourishing food? 


This problem 
of parental 
provision for children — after 
the parents are gone — has been 
coming 
up with 
increasing 
frequency in recent mail. 1 sup­ 
pose- it is a sign of some 
affluence that parents have 
enough funds to even consider 
providing for their children's 
lifetime. (Although in most 
eas«*s I am inclined to believe it 
represents, far more often, not 
affluence but foolish self-denial 
on the parents' part.) 


Other than “ spend and enjoy” 
the money yourself, the only 
suggestion I can make is to see 
an attorney or expert in estate 
planning and learn what you can 
do to control funds after you've 
gone. But not at the cost of 
reducing your own living stan­ 
dards:

Support for such 
a unit follows damage done by such chemicals as DDT, Mercury, 
lUBs and PBB. "It is lime to do something to break this trend,"
